Carrying 10 passengers and attaining 
a speed of 150 miles an hour the 
Fokker, F-32, largest airplane ever 
built in America made a successful 
test flight here today before aviation 
writer and technical experts. 


Designed by Anthony A. G. Fok- 


ker, the F-32 is built to carry 30 
passengers In daytime and can be 
converted Into an air pullman with 
bertha for night flying. 


The ship, with five others under 


construction, is consigned to the 
Universal Air Lines for transcontin- 
ental passenger service and Is es- 
pecially intended for night flying. 


Powered with four giant motors, 


the plane has a flying range of 850 
miles at night It carries 400 gallons 
of fuel.

A member of the Western Railways 


committee on public relations, C. D. 
Morris of Chicago, in "an address at 
Kaukauna declared that navigation of 
the Mississippi river and its tributaries 
on a large scale is impractical because 
of an inadequate and unsustained wa- 
ter supply. It io a Avell known fact that 
periodically during various seasons of 
.•the year these rivers become very low, 
to the extent that transportation is 
seriously interferred with and some- 
times almost stopped. 


Mr. Morris says that for some time 


efforts have been made to use .the Mis- 
sissippi to carry heavy traffic to the 
gulf of New Orleans, hoping thereby 
to obtain a lower freight rate than the 
railroads can offer, but that it has riot 
been successful. Just at this moment

portation in the Mississippi river looks 
attractive on paper.and in theory, but 
when we come down to practical con- 
siderations which take into account the 
directional movement of commerce in 
the United States, the instrumentalities 
already available and the potentialities 
of the St. Lawrence seaway the project 
loses much of its glamor and becomes 
less practical.

THE BIG NAVY LOBBY 


The investigation into the activities 


of the big navy%lobby may bring to 
light a scandal of international propor- 
tions. The work of William B. Shearer, 
central figure-'in the incident, at ^Ge- 
neva while the disarmament conference 
Avas in progress'was well known to the 
representatives of the powers there 
gathered. In fact, some of them go so 
far as to give him credit for causing 
the failure of the conference. Further- 
more, he seemed to possess inside in- 
formation used by the experts in de- 
termining their respective positions. It 
seems to be the general opinion 
abroad that Shearer was an important 
factor "behind the scenes" in the de- 
liberations and results of the confer- 
ence. 


One of the shipbuilding companies 


involved in President Hoover's decla-"' 
ration and the senatorial investigation 
now admits that Shearer at, Geneva 
was on its payroll but that he was 
ther,e only as "an unofficial observer." 
It is quite evident from the facts al- 
ready known that he was a good deal 
more than that, but the admission is 
nevertheless "of importance. It connects 
Shearer with the shipbuilding industry 
in a contractual, intimate relationship. 
In this case a distinction between an 
unofficial observer and a paid lobbyist 
is not likely to be drawn.' • 


It is unlikely that President Hoover 


"would have' taken notice of alleged 
propaganda by shipbuilding and other 
interests .against 
disarmament and 


peace negotiations solely on the suit 
filed by Shearer for payment of ser- 
vices. In all probability the president 
had information of a more definite 
character linking up the case and per- 
haps involving others. It is hinted that 
naval officers worked in collusion'with 
Shearer .-ajid his employers.

fiasco .or a--treacherous interference in 
thevJoreign affairs of tHe government. 
If it is'the latter it is an occurrence \>i 
which other governments may well 
take cognizance. Wlien one considers 
that the reduction of colossal and

GENERAL WOLFE KILLED 


On Sept. 13. 1759. Jatoes Wolfe, the famous 


British general, was killed in a battle on the 
Plains of Abraham, a mile south of Quebec, while 
attempting to drive the French out of Canada. 


The first ste» in the scheme to expel- the 


French had as Its object the capture of Quebec.^ 
Wolfe sailed from England in February. and;fburr 
months Jater landed on the Isle 'of 'Orleans, a 
few'miles below Quebec. 
Wolfe's force numbered about 9,000 men, In- 


cluding six companies, of New England'troops, 
while the French strength comprised a garrison 
of 2,000 men at Quebec and 14,000 men, of whom 
only a small part were regulars, at Beauport, 
below the town. 
After failing'In two attacks, Wolfe decided to 


-cross the St. Lawrence river and scale the 
heights above the town, a hazardous procedure. 


The French ^were surprised and in a few hours 


4,500 men. with two guns, had climbed the steep 
heights and were drawn up on the plains. 


They were then engaged by a French army 


of about the same number', but £he French lines 
were shattered by the British flre and broke. As 
he led the charge, Wolfe was struck three times 
and was forced to lie down. He died while the 
pursuit was still under way; 


'GETTING A BASIS FOR TARIFF 


By a vote of 51 to 27 the senate has 


passed the Simmons resolution direct- 
ing the finance committee to obtain 
from the treasury department informa- 
tion contained in the income tax re- 
turns of tariff beneficiaries; in Bother 
words, the profits or losses of manu- 
facturers affected by tariff legislation. 


• An amendment by Senator Elaine 
which was adopted extends the scope 
of information to include gross sales, 
inventories, merchandise bought and 
costs of manufacture, including ma- 
terials, wages and salaries. 
It was a 


rather sharp division between the 
bourbons of the senate and Progres- 
sives and Democrats.

ther vanes. Beyond all question, at 
l^ast in my mind, invalids who have 
lung trouble or kidney disease are 
much more sensitive to weather var- 
iations than are arthritis patients, 
but since they take, it less complaln- 
ingly than the arthritics to the or- 
dinary observer infers that they are 
not disturbed by bad weather.

from all the nulitary - libraries of 
the Austrian army. The commander 
of the brigade at-Craz, we are 'told, 
first read the book and prohibited 
the soldiers of his command from 
reading it. The minister of defense 
approved the-action and'banned the 
book throughout .the army. 


Wherein the military mind showed 


\ts..usual stupidity. There seems to 
be something about long-continued 
confinement in the mental straight- 
Jacket of the military atmosphere 
that robs men of average intelli- 
gence-.-of ••-that good sense that peo- 
ple-develop in civil life.

Washington—More than 100 war 


veterans have been awarded medals 
for heroism in action or distinguished 
service In the last 16 months which 
they had given up all hope of ever 
receiving. 


For these medals, it appears, they 


can thank Senator Millard E. Tyd- 
ings of Maryland. And the story. 
_as gathered by your correspondent, 
runs somewhat as follows: 


The War 
Department, 
which 


awards all such medals, closed the 
awards for World War service in 
April. 1923. The American Legion 
began a legislative campaign to re- 
open them, cov°ndlng that the Span- 
ish-American and Philippine war vet- 
erans in control of the War Depart- 


;er.t v.xrc ccr.ilnulr.s to load tUc,ru- 


selves down with distinguished ser- 
vice crosses for actions performed in 
1S9S or 1900 while World war veter- 
ans were allowed to go undecorated. 
Congress did not create the distin- 
guished sen-Ice cross until after the 
AVorKTwar. 


The War Department steadfastly 


opposed the Legion's efforts and was 
successful for several years. Then 
it ran into Senator Cole Blease of 
South Carolina. 


Senator Tydings had received a 


distinguished service medal for his 


war heroism and his friends thought 
he was entitled to a cross, which Is 
a higher award. Tydings had point 
ed out the unfairness 
of the War 


Department general policy on 
the 


floor, but was reluctant to do any- 
thing that would indicate self-interest 
on his own part. But Blease decided 
that Tydings and other veterans were 
entitled to further recognition and 
he told Tydings he would get through 
the reopening legislation. 


He did this in the typically Blease 


manner. A bill came along from the 
House authorizing hundreds of army, 
navy and marine officers to accept 
decorations awarded them by foreign 
governments. Blease tacked on an 
amendment providing that all medal 
recommendations nondine b<»fr>r«> th«* 
War Department be considered and 
the awards made according to merit. 
Then he announced that he wouldn't 
let the bill pass without the amend- 
ment and that he would block any 
'further medals to foreigners unless 
"our boys" got theirs. 
After this 


tpyical Blease threat the War De- 
partment policy was forgotten by 
other members as they let the amend- 
ment go through. 


Tydings was promptly awarded a 


distinguished service cross in place 
of his previously awarded medal. His

weather reporting. Radio communi- 
cation and weather reporting are 
two phases of the same situation so 
tar as aviation Is concerned. The 
usefulness of either la greatly di- 
minished without the other. 


The Guggenheim fund for the pro- 


motion of aeronautics has taken up 
this idea and points to what It de- 
scribes as "the complete success" 
of its trial weather reporting system 
over the San Francisco-Los Angeles 
airway during the past year. Dur- 
ing that period not a single acci- 
dent took place that could be at- 
tributed to the weather, and the 
cost of maintaining the system was 
less than the price of one of the 
planes used, the fund reports. 


A statement issued by the 
fund 


declares: "It is obvious that aviation 
taces the same problem in regard to 
roadways of the shy as the automo- 
bile in its early history faced In re- 
jard to roads on land. The uncer- 
tainty as to whether the road ahead 
was good or bad has been holding 
back the use of the airplane and re- 
tarding the normal development of 
:his Industry." 


It is only by utilizing radio com-

lormally, the statement Indicated.

Woody plants can be transplanted 


in the fall frequently with better re- 
sults than hi the spring. 


There Is. however, a 
minority 


which advocates spring transplant* 
ing exclusively in the states where 
severe weather is experiencd during 
the winter: but there are many re- 
ports of successful fall transplant* 
ing in our most northern regions. 


The secret of moving trees 'and 


shrubs in the fall Is that this work 
should be performed as soon as the 
current year's growth of wood has 
hardened. 
It is vital that the newly set plants 


should establish themselves before 
cold weather arrives. This establish- 
ment is brought about by the 
Krowi.il o£ new feeding roots. 


The most suitable conditions to 


promote root growth are a warm soil 
and cool atmosphere—bottom heat, 
as it is termed by plant propagators. 
Such a condition exists during the 
fall months. Furthermore, fall rains 
furnish abundant moisture to pro- 
vide, another requirement for suc- 
cessful transplanting. 


Falling leaves on deciduous plants 


are Indicators of hardened growth 
but as a matter of tact the growth 
has matured sufficiently to permit 
transplanting sometime previous to 
this. As soon as the nights become 
definitely cool and the moisture in 
the soil Is sufficient, general trans- 
planting is in order. 


Adequate moisture through the 


first fall and winter is essential to 
newly transplanted material. If the 
rainfall should be scant after trans- 
planting, water the plants. Ever 


greens especially must go Into the 
winter with the soil well supplied 
with moisture not only just after 
they have been- transplanted but al- 
so after they have become- estab- 
lished.
